The American people, through their 
Government, are to buy the railroad* 
from the prhata owners and turn iheat 
S«roportles over to ll»* railroad nu 
ployeva to manage and operate. In 
consideration of an Investment of ap 
prv'itmatoly S*JO.od»M>dt).ihiO the Uov 
eminent ta to appoint nm- third of the 
directors, and the public ta to share 
in such savings In (he coat of otters 
tlon as tuny remain after the ern- 
payees have paid themselves what 
they think their services ought to be 
worth. 

The spirit In which the program la 
pit forth tnay be Inferred from a state- 
made l»y U. M Jewell, acting 
p**-vident of the mllroad employees’ 
apartment of the American Fedcrm 
of Labor, In which lie said that If 
President Wilson’s suggestion to Con- 
gr»—• was ('irrled nut "wo will tla ap 
the nllroada so tight that they will 
never run a gain If that legislation la 
posted." It might have bean TruUkj 
himself apeuklng to a bourgeois© that 
hiv' offered mild and academic objec¬ 
tions to being despoiled. 

Who Is the Qovsrnmentf 
Pcfore any railroad plan can he 
worked out one highly essentia! fact 
must be established—namely, whether 
the sovereign power of the United
